SCHOOL children in Lyme Regis will receive a royal 
mug to celebrate the forthcoming marrriage between 
Prince William and Kate Middleton - but the decision to 
purchase the comemorative gift did not go ahead without 
a second row in the council chamber. 

To stop town councillors squabbling over whether to 
buy the mugs, the Mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, of¬ 
fered to buy them herself. 

Councillors did not, however, accept the mayor’s offer 
and finally agreed to purchase 350 mugs for all pupils at 
St Michael’s Primary School and others who live in the 
town but attend other schools at a unit price of £2.80. Any 
surplus mugs will be sold to the public for £3 each. 

The councillors had previously agreed a budget of £5 
per gift and the money left over could be spent on a per¬ 
manent memorial such as a piece of play equipment. 

The mugs will be distributed at the primary school on

After leaving Colfox 
School, she studied childcare at Yeovil College, 
supporting her studies by working at the Brid¬ 
port Superdrug store. 

In her spare time Laura loves driving and rid¬ 
ing her motorbike, probably a good thing as 
she is no stranger to commuting, having stud¬ 
ied at Yeovil and now working in Dorchester. 

Despite having a lot of friends and family in 
the town, Laura feels it isn't easy for young 
people in Bridport and plans to move away in 
the near future. 

Here she shares her views on the best and 
worst of Bridport, the nicest roads to ride your 
motorbike and why we should go easy on 
young drivers. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Bridport?

I don’t think so no. There are too many older people 
who think we are all troublemakers and there is nothing 
to do! 

■ DO you feel young drivers get a bad press? 

Yes, I agree some young drivers don’t drive well, they 
show off, but I drive to Dorchester every day and the 
majority of bad drivers are OAPs or middle-aged men 
in posh cars. I think young drivers should be given a 
chance, not all of us drive badly. 

■ WHAT are your favourite places to ride your mo¬ 
torbike? 

I haven’t been riding long so I haven’t gone far but I 



like going to Charmouth and Lyme Regis because it’s 
a nice road. 


■ MOTORBIKES or cars? 

Cars are more practical but motorbikes are more fun! 

■ WHAT is the best part of your job? 

Bonding with the children, I like seeing the children 
leam new skills and develop. It’s nice to know I helped 
them grow as individuals, and it’s also fun to go run¬ 
ning around outside with them. 
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■ HAVE you always wanted to work with children? 

I used to want to be a hairdresser but I tried it and it was 
a bit boring so I got into childcare. 

■ WHAT are the benefits of children attending 
nursery? 

They leam social skills, boundaries and rules. They also 
have a lot more toys to play with. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

I like working with children but I’d love to have some 
kind of talent like designing or be an amazing racing 
car driver. I’ve not really thought about my dream job 
before. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

Not living at home, and just enjoying my youth, I’ll 
maybe have some children and I might be living in 
Bournemouth or somewhere other than Bridport. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party and why? 

Chad Michael Murray, because he’s good looking. 
Michael McIntyre because I think he’s a great comedian 
and the singer Adele because I love her music and think 
she would be a good guest.

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Library protesters 
'more positive' 


CAMPAIGNERS fughting to save Lyme 
Regis Library from closure are “slightly 
more optimistic” after a positive meeting 
with local MP Oliver Letwin. 

At a hastily convened meeting on Fri- 
day, Councillor Loma Jenkin and Save the 
Lyme Regis Library campaigner Anita 
Williams met with Mr Letwin in Dorch¬ 
ester to discuss the future of the library 
service in Lyme Regis and to express their 
frustration at the lack of consultation from 
Dorset County Council. 

Speaking after the meeting, Anita 
Williams said: “We are very grateful to 
Mr Letwin for agreeing to meet with us at 
very short notice. He confirmed that 
Lyme Regis residents had been emailing 
and writing to him in droves and that we 
were definitely ‘on the radar’. 

“Mr Letwin was very aware of the li¬ 
brary issues and had already been in con¬ 
tact with Hilary Cox (Portfolio Holder for 
Community Services) and Paul Leivers 
(Head of Cultural Services) to discuss the 
provision of library services throughout 
West Dorset. 

“He was very aware of the issues in 
West Dorset and in Lyme Regis in partic¬ 
ular and was very supportive of our cam¬ 


paign to retain a library provision in 
Lyme.” 

Mr Letwin has offered to set up a meet¬ 
ing in the next few weeks with Dorset 
County Council in an effort to try to work 
towards a solution. 

Said Ms Williams: “He congratulated 
Lyme residents on really getting behind 
the library campaign and making their 
views heard and I would urge them to 
continue to write to Mr Letwin and to 
DCC to make it clear that we need a li¬ 
brary in Lyme Regis (full contact details 
are on www.aroundlymeregis.co.uk). 

Unworkable 

“The difficulty is that DCC remain of 
the view that they will remove funding 
leaving communities to run their own li¬ 
brary service but the community offer that 
DCC has put forward is entirely unwork¬ 
able. This has been demonstrated in other 
areas of the country but DCC seem un¬ 
willing to learn from these experiences.”

New offices will save money 


■ WEST Dorset District Council 
has provided figures showing 
that its move to smaller offices in 
Charles Street will save at least 
£200,000 a year, even taking into 
account the cost of the new 
building. 

I note that the opponents have 
now turned their focus to green 
matters. 

Of course it is sad that a small 
number of trees have to be re¬ 
moved to make way for the de¬ 
velopment. But their loss should 
be viewed against the wider en¬ 
vironmental and economic bene¬ 
fits of the scheme. 


Moving out of 18th century 
headquarters where 40 per cent 
of the space is corridors and stairs 
which have to be heated and lit 
will allow the council to be 
greener and save local people 
money at the same time. 

The new building will meet the 
internationally-recognised 
BREEAM 'Excellent' standard 
thanks, in part, to features like 
photovoltaic cells to generate 
solar electricity, a very high level 
of insulation and 'mixed mode' 
ventilation, using the cooling ef¬ 
fect of the natural air tempera¬ 
ture. This money can be used to 


protect vital services and keep 
the district's council tax down - it 
remains one of the very lowest in 
the country. 

That has to be good news in the 
current economic climate, as do 
the new jobs that the Charles 
Street development will bring to 
the town - 124 during construc¬ 
tion and 660 once the scheme is 
completed.

Association I would like to say a very big thanks to Lyme 
Regis harbourmaster Grahame Forshaw and deputy Mike 
Higgs for the extraordinary effort they have put into su¬ 
pervising and directing the dredging of the harbour this 
week. 

Since the coastal defence work was carried out, silting 
of the approaches and the interior of the Cobb has be¬ 
come a significant problem, access has been restricted at 
times presenting a risk to those who work on the sea and 
an inconvenience to people who go to sea for pleasure. 
The harbourmaster has been instrumental in drawing at¬ 
tention to this and arranging the funding to remedy the 
problem. 

Having joined both harbourmasters briefly during the 
early hours of very rainy, windy, cold morning when the 
tide allowed them to work I can assure your readers that 


their endevours were beyond the call of duty and that 
they truly deserve our gratitude. There is little doubt that 
without a working harbour Lyme Regis would not be the 
tourist attraction that it is. Access to the harbour is vital. 

Regular maintenance, dredging and the introduction of 
pontoons for visiting boats have improved the harbours 
utility and encouraged more passing boats to visit us. 

On a chilly lunchtime I watched crowds gathering on 
Cobb in the drizzle to marvel at the diggers and accom¬ 
panying dumper trucks, I had to wonder what else they 
might have done on such a dismal day had there not been 
such great entertainment in the harbour. Any inconven¬ 
ience, mess or noise has been minor in comparison with 
the benefits to the town and its businesses.

The 
cast were obviously enjoying themselves and that 
sense of fun was certainly transmitted across the 
footlights. 

This was very much a team effort but the produc¬ 
tion was an undoubted triumph for the two leading 
players - Tina Paveley (Sinbad) and Amy Street 
(Princess Yasmin). 

Swashbuckling 

Tina, daughter of society stalwarts Shirley Colley 
and the late Ted Colley, has been brought up in panto 
genre and has been treading the boards since an 
early age. 

She strutted around the stage in swashbuckling 
fashion befitting a seasoned sailor, her confident 
stage presence and delightful singing voice winning 
rapturous applause from the audience. Her rendi¬ 
tions of “Don’t Rain On My Parade” and “Loved 
Walked In” were particularly impressive.

Collaboration leads to play being published 


I N JANUARY 2008 a group of

WHEN Marshall Stapleton, renowned Lyme Regis gui¬ 
tar-maker, and JustinTunstall of theTown Mill Cheese¬ 
monger met last week to discuss Marshall's upcoming 
event at the Town Mill, little did they realise that they'd 
be inventing a new musical instrument. 

Among the many instruments that Marshall will be 
demonstrating at the Mill's Malthouse on March 27th 
are cigar Box guitar' made from smokers'cast-offs. This 
type of instrument has been showcased by Seasick 
Steve on Later with Jools Holland. 

Looking around Justin's cheese shop, they realised 
that wooden cheese boxes might be used to the same 
effect as cigar boxes. They settled on a box from a deli¬ 
cious Camembert with Calvados that already had a 
sound-hole shaped aperture. 

Four days later, Marshall had produced the world's 
first cheese box resonator ukulele! As a founding mem¬ 
ber of The Ukulele Orchestra of Great Britain, Marshall 


certainly knows his ukulele chops - Justin's rather more 
hesitant. However, he did serenade his wife on the 
ukulele at their wedding in 2007. 

The instrument can be seen in TheTown Mill Cheese¬ 
monger (open Thursday to Sunday in March) and at 
"Guitar Magic", which is billed as a one-day celebration 
of the luthier's art. 

During the day ukuleles, acoustic guitars (and their 
construction), resonators, cigar-box guitars, the'Tele' 
project and more will be on show, while Marshall de¬ 
scribes the processes and influences that have inspired 
his creations. He'll also demonstrate their unique 
sounds. 

"Guitar Magic"will be held from 12 to 6pm on Sunday, 
March 27th at he Town Mill Malthouse. At 8pm that 
evening there will be a performance from Marshall and 
some special guests.

To stop the argument 
fermenting the Mayor, 
in an act of near exas¬ 
peration, said she would 
buy the mugs herself to 
put an end to the bicker¬ 
ing. 

The tactic worked and 
her fellow councillors 
fell in line, as they often 
do, and decided after all 
that mugs it would be. 
The council have al¬ 
ready bought 300 - 250 
for the kids and 50 for 
members of the public 
who would like to buy 
one for £3. 

And that, ladies and 
gentlemen, is how 
democracy works!

I N a town where there 
are few activities for 
young people, Lyme 
Youth Theatre is very ex¬ 
cited about its latest project 
to take part in National 
Theatre Connections 2011, 
a programme that is a na¬ 
tionwide celebration of 
young theatre talent. 

Each year the National 
Theatre commissions ten 
new plays, all written by 
burgeoning playwrights, 
to be performed by youth 
theatres and schools 
around the country. 

LYT Company - a group 
of 13 young actors - has 
chosen “The Beauty Man¬ 
ifesto”, a work by Dorset 
playwright Nell Leyshon.

Granby Industrial is going for gold! 


B usiness people based on the Granby Industrial Es¬ 
tate have an extra spring in their step as Weymouth 
gears up for the summer season. 

Traders are looking forward to the opening of the long- 
awaited £87.4 million Weymouth-Dorchester relief road 
next month. Having weathered the worst of the triple 
whammy that was the recession, the worst snowfall in 
decades and VAT rising to 20%, businesses are now start¬ 
ing to welcome the green shoots of recovery. Golden op¬ 
portunities are beckoning for 2012, when the borough will 
host the sailing events in the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

And demand for commercial premises remains strong, 
according to Mickey Jones, Chief Executive at DJ Prop¬ 
erty, owner of much of the Granby Industrial Estate. DJ 
Property recently invested a further £3.5 million into the 
estate with Oxford Court, a development with a modem 
courtyard-style layout and flexible, low maintenance, 
highly secure units, which can be configured in a vast 
number of ways to suit individual business needs.

Part of that is down to the Olympic torch heralding a 
new dawn of prosperity which the whole borough can 
share in. Gary Fooks, Dorset 2012 Manager, who is also 
based on the Granby Industrial Estate, said: ‘Without a 
doubt London 2012 is helping this part of Dorset in tough 
times, and is just one reason why the Granby Industrial 
Estate has weathered the recession well. 

‘Weymouth and Portland being chosen as the s ailing 
venue for the 2012 Olympic and Paralympic Games has 
put us on the map, business interest is rising and this rep¬ 
resents a golden opportunity for all commercial premises 
including industrial, retail, office, leisure, and storage.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


IN our postbag this week was a letter from 
Bridport reader, Kath Archer. This is an ed¬ 
ited version of it: 

Dear Mr McGarry, 

May I submit one of my own poems... But be¬ 
fore I tell you about my poem I would like to 
thank you for blessing us through "Poetry for 
Pleasure" - a little gem to be regularly en¬ 
joyed. I now have a great love for poetry. (I 
didn't always have this love; doing 'O'Level 
Literature at school in 19681 found it boring 
and irrelevant.) But since starting to write 
my own poetry about 15 years ago, after 
contracting a long illness, I now appreciate 
the beauty and depth it offers to the reader - 
and the composer. Poetry can often touch 
the heart and thoughts of man more than 
trying to say the same thing in ordinary 
words. Looking back, I realize that I had 
loved poetry in my earlier years after all - in 
the form of beautiful, lyrical, inspirational 
verses in hymns and gospel music, which I 
now (as an 'oldie j appreciate even more be¬ 
cause I now understand the message behind 
those verses I read as a youngster, concern¬ 
ing The Saviour Jesus and God's love for us. 

It's so refreshing in this high-tech, speeded 
up world to stop and ponder the words of a 
poem, to help us appreciate the depth of a 


particular subject or message and be either 
blessed or challenged by those poetic words. 
The poem I am sending you I composed as a 
kind of cry for help when I was terribly iso¬ 
lated and lonely because of the physical ill¬ 
ness I suffer. I longed for human company 
and that led me to think of all the other 
lonely people around us in our own commu¬ 
nity who (for whatever reason) may feel for¬ 
gotten or neglected. 

LONELY HEART 

Do we know a lonely heart 
Who sits alone at home, 

The empty chair reminding them 
Of faces they've once known? 

Do we know a lonely heart 
Who may be sad and low, 

Who may be sad or sorrowing, 

Who longs someone to know? 

Could there be someone who needs 
And longs for us to say 
"Please join me for some tea and cake, 
Please eat with us today". 

Has God shown you a lonely soul 
Who once knew smiles and cheer, 

But now whose 'cross' weighs heavily 
Now drenched with their own tears? 


With aching heart have they been told 
"Suff'ring is where we learn 
To lean on God, he's our best friend" - 
While human love they yearn? 

Perhaps that precious soul at times 
Has heard the words, "I'll ring", 

Or "I will visit you one day - 
If I can fit it in". 

Maybe that lonely heart needs you. 
"Who, me? My time is vexed: 

The kids, the job, the home, the church, 
The telly - my soap's on next!" 

If we pray, will that suffice, 

Will prayer bring cheer, dear God? 

"Lord please befriend that lonely soul, 
And someone else please prod!" 

Meanwhile, that sad and lonely heart 
Waits, hoping love will come...

Fastest ever Audi A3 boots up in Geneva 


A NEW take on the Audi A3 is hatched this week at the 
2011 Geneva Motor Show, where for the first time in 
its history the ultra-successful premium compact car 
not only adopts a striking ‘notchback’ saloon body shell, but 
also uniquely combines it with a power output of over 400PS 
for epic performance. 

Known simply as the A3 concept, the fastest ever factory- 
produced A3 is the latest in a long line of one-off Audi design 
studies, and is characteristically laden with technological ad¬ 
vances in everything from construction to infotainment. 

Apart from the tautly contoured new body shell, the most 
immediately obvious highlight of the A3 concept is its five- 
cylinder Turbo FSI petrol engine, whose 408PS output out¬ 
numbers its closest series production relative, the potent RS 
3 Sportback, by 68PS. 

Peak torque of 500Nm is also 50Nm up, and is available 
over a broad rev range between 1,600 and 5,300 rpm, making 
an explosive 4.1-second 0-62mph time a reality. Top speed 
is electronically limited to 155mph. 

Fuel economy in this latest Audi study looks all the more 
impressive when these remarkable figures are taken into ac¬ 
count, with up to 31mpg possible on the combined cycle, 
giving C02 emissions of 212g/km. 

A regulated oil pump, the intelligent Audi thermo-manage¬ 
ment system and an energy recovery system - technologies 
from the brand’s modular efficiency platform - all contribute 
to this high efficiency. 

The rack-and-pinion steering also draws minimal power 
because its electromechanical drive system requires no en¬ 
ergy when driving straight ahead. 

A compact seven-speed S tronic twin-clutch transmission 
also helps to optimize efficiency, while at the same time de¬ 
livering the trademark lightning-quick gear changes that are 
especially appropriate here. 

WEIGHT-CONSCIOUS DESIGN 

At 4,440mm long, 1,840mm wide and just 1,390mm high, 
the A3 concept has a dynamic stance that suggests great 
agility. 


It can deliver on this promise thanks to the use of ultra¬ 
modern components, design methods and joining techniques. 
These include the use of custom-tailored blanks in the floor 
area, carbon fibre-reinforced plastic (CFRP) in varying pro¬ 
portions for the grille surround, front air intake, door mirror 
elements, rear apron and even the 20-inch alloy wheels, and 
aluminium for the bonnet, doors and tailgate. 

These weight-saving elements help to pare the A3 concept 
back to a relatively light 1,540kg, meaning its RS 3 Sport- 
back-derived McPherson strut front and four-link rear sus¬ 
pension is even less encumbered through the bends. 

Front and rear tracks that at 1,572mm and 1,542mm are 
even wider than the RS 3 Sportback’s also help to plant the 
study even more firmly, and of course quattro permanent all¬ 
wheel drive via an electronically controlled multi-plate 
clutch acts as the 
mainstay. 

The Audi drive 
select dynamic han¬ 
dling system ap¬ 
pears for the first 
time in an A3, giv¬ 
ing the driver five 
modes with which 
to fine-tune engine 
characteristics, 
power steering feel 
and gear shift 
points for the 
seven-speed S 
tronic transmission. 

As well as the 
more familiar com¬ 
fort, auto, dynamic 
and individual set¬ 
tings, the latest iter¬ 
ation of the system 
features an effi¬ 
ciency mode de¬ 


signed for maximum economy. 

To gain access to all this in the A3 concept, the driver need 
only touch the door handle with its brushed aluminium clasp. 
It then power extends outwards, opening the door to a futur¬ 
istic cabin which, thanks to the best-in-class 2,630mm wheel¬ 
base, is also suitably spacious. This applies to the ‘boot’ as 
well, which offers an impressive 410-litre capacity. 

Front sport seats with prominent side bolsters provide suit¬ 
able anchorage for high- performance driving, and position 
occupants perfectly in relation to the dashboard with its avi¬ 
ation-inspired air vents and control knobs. 

The high-quality sound system features speakers in the 
doors and the rear shelf with aluminum trim panels, and 
when turned on, these extend a few millimetres to give a vi¬ 
sual accompaniment to the system’s excellent sound. 

Located behind 
the compact, flat- 
bottomed, three- 
spoke multifunction 
steering wheel are 
two analogue dial 
instruments with 
black dials and red 
needles, comple¬ 
mented by 

additional kidney¬ 
shaped displays. 

In between these 
is the large, eight- 
inch display for the 
driver information 
system. 

The display is 
user-programmable 
- the driver can se¬ 
lect the content to 
be displayed from 
an extensive 
menu.

The control panel for the MMI multimedia system is located 
on the centre tunnel console, and for the first time the surface 
of its large rotary pushbutton also incorporates the touch pad 
for the MMI touch system which allows the driver to ‘write’ 
navigation destinations and other commands using a finger¬ 
tip. 

This new solution, which makes the already exemplary 
MMI operation even more intuitive, will soon be introduced 
in series production Audi models. 

The ultra-thin MMI monitor power-extends out of the 
dashboard, another feature taken from the full-size car class. 
Notable new departures at this level also include the electro¬ 
mechanical parking brake control and the stunning LED 
headlights. 

In terms of infotainment, the Audi A3 concept further em¬ 
phasizes why the brand is one of the leaders in this field. A 
UMTS model provides full access to the Internet, allowing 
the car to access services from Google, and thanks to the 
WLAN hotspot, passengers can surf and send e-mail using 
their own computers. Holders for iPads are installed on the 
back of the front seat backrests.

Magpies fail to blunt Darts

INJURY stricken Dorchester Town once again failed to turn 
their dominance into goals against fellow strugglers Dart- 
ford and paid for it as the Kent side struck twice in the final 
17 minutes. 

Their injury problems were not helped either by a sus¬ 
pected medial ligament injury to Aldershot loanee Doug 
Bergqvist that may well mean manager Ashley Vickers hav¬ 
ing to take his place in central defence at Farnborough on 
Saturday for his first competitive match since New Year's 
Day 2010. 

With Jamie Coutts being unfit following Saturday's injury, 
Vickers included new Aldershot Town loanee Reece Con¬ 
nolly up front to partner Ryan Moss and switching Chris 
Flood to the right wing. 

As on Saturday when Flood missed an early chance, Neil 
Martin did likewise in the third minute. The ball ran loose 
when Connolly's close range effort from Moss's low cross 
was blocked, but Martin on his weaker right foot scuffed 
his effort from six yards. 

A goal then might have been decisive as Dartford took 
34 minutes to threaten the home goal. 

Meanwhile the Magpies created a host of opportunities 
with Connolly not quite being able to get enough direction 
on Martin's cross, before Joe Bruce just reached Flood's 
driven cross just ahead of Moss at the expense of a corner. 
Then when Nathan Walker's header from Steve Devlin's cor¬ 
ner was not cleared, Moss'shot on the turn just cleared the 
bar. 

Moss then beat Darts keeper Andrew Young to Connolly's 
flicked header but his header went agonisingly wide of the 
left hand post. 

Dartford finally caused a stir at the other end when Danny 
Harris, Darts most potent player, weaved his way into the 
penalty area but was stopped by a great block tackle from 
Jake Smeeton. 

What proved to be Dorchester's closest effort of the night 
came five minutes before the break when Flood's low shot 
from Connolly's neat pass, beat Young bur t was hacked off 
the line by Billy Burgess. 

Two minutes later Darts finally produced a shot at goal, 
although Lee Burns drive as he stretched went harmlessly 
wide. 

Devlin opened the second-half with a run from the centre 
circle brushing past an opponent before thumping a 30- 
yard drive that missed the right hand upright by inches. 

Burns then forced Thomas into his first save of the 
evening on 55 minutes when he tipped his 20-yard volley 
over the top. 

Flood showed good skills again by skipping down the 
right wing from the halfway line before delivering a low 
cross which was intercepted by Bruce as Connolly prepared 
to convert. 

Another Devlin effort, a 35-yard free kick fizzed just over 
the bar as the Magpies looked for that decisive goal. 

However the tide was starting to turn, as Dartford finally 
picked up their game, and Harris was quick to pounce fol¬ 
lowing a ricocheted off a defender but Thomas was quicker 
to swoop at his feet and smother the ball. 


However six minutes later, the AFC Bournemouth loanee 
was beaten for the first time in four matches since his arrival 
at The Avenue when Harris, having beat Walker, regained 
the loose ball following Bergqvist's attempted block, to 
drive home from 10 yards. 

Dorchester should have been awarded a penalty three 
minutes later when Moss put in Jermyn along the byeline. 
His cross clearly struckTom Champion, but neither the ref¬ 
eree nor his assistant spotted it and awarded a corner. 

Adam Taylor, having rejoined the club from Weymouth 
replaced the injured Bergqvist as the Magpies went three 
at the back as they looking for an equaliser, but were 
caught on the break a minute from time when Jon Main's 
diagonal ball set Lee Noble free to shoot past Thomas. 

Once again Dorchester had the chances to have sewn the 
game up in the first half, a point Vickers enlarged on after 
the game. 

"We don't need to chase things and push people on, we 
just have to keep grinding teams down. We are superior to 
pretty much every team we play against, but it's a question 
of not being over exuberant. The danger comes when we 
get a bit over enthusiastic. The lads'strengths are their en¬ 
deavour, their work-rate and their honesty. 

"It's imperative that if we're not scoring goals, we main¬ 
tain our shape. We don't have to chase the game, the game 
will come. 

We're not a free-scoring side because free-scoring players 
cost a lot of money. 

"We just need to take chances where we can. We have 
had some rotten luck this season, but if you don't take your 
chances then this is what happens in football. We could not 
work any harder than we do in training on finishing. 

"If there were things fundamentally wrong with how 
we're playing, other than the fact we can't take our chances, 
then we would be the first to address it. We just need that 
little bit of composure."

"We have had to, along with many other trainers, try and 
get some runs into the horses in less than favourable condi¬ 
tions and although the horses are running up to form and 
better (as nearly all are running much better than the betting 
odds suggest they ought to) the winners are not stacking up 
but with numerous placed horses we are gradually climbing 
back up the trainers list" said Buckler. 

The handicapper and the influx of young horses this season 
have not helped his tally of winners either, which by past sea¬ 
sons is down. 

"It isn't that the horses are running badly, it is just that the 
older horses after two good seasons were handicapped up to 
the hilt, and the youngsters are learning and taking time 
coming to themselves or getting handicapped." 

Last week was another quiet one with only three horses tak¬ 
ing their chance in less than ideal conditions. 

River Indus suffered most in ground too soft for him in fin¬ 
ishing sixth in the Farm Frites Handicap Chase over three 
miles at Sandown on Friday. "Apart from a small mistake at 
the 13th which probably cost him fourth place he did well in 
very trying conditions for him." 

Ethiopia found the fast, flat Ludlow track a bit too much 
for him, and will revert to a more undulating course such as 
Plumpton where both his victories have been. Prominent at 
the start in the Teme Conditional Jockeys' Handicap Chase 
under Nathan Sweeney, he made a mistake at the 12th as 
they picked up the pace that dropped him back, but stayed 
on again well and winged the last to show that he has plenty 
to come. 

Sulpius who was pulled up by jockey Andrew Glassonbury 
last time out at Kempton, puzzling Buckler as to why, com¬ 
pleted the course this time at Plumpton on Monday, although 
once again the heavy conditions were once again not to his 
liking and he finished well down the field in his final handi¬ 
capping race. 

With better weather forecast for this week, a few more are 
expected to run this week including Ballyegan who is lined 
up for Ffos Las or Bangor-on-Dee either on Tuesday or 
Wednesday where he will revert to hurdles once again. 

Buckler explained: "He's proved he is not really strong 
enough in novice company yet, and as we feel he is an im¬ 
proving six- year-old we are going to revert to hurdles for the 
rest of the season to maintain his novice status for next sea¬ 
son. 

"I am sure he will win one or two long distance handicap 
hurdles whilst the ground is soft before being turned away to 
mature then coming back with the Cheltenham four mile 
novice chase next season as the main target." 

Doonan seeking 
support from town 

FORMER Weymouth Wildcats sponsor Harold Doonan 
is looking to the people of Weymouth and the council 
to get behind his five man consortium to keep speed¬ 
way in the town. 

Doonan, is upset that the land at the Wessex Raceway 
on Radipole Lane was granted approval for sports use 
over 60 years ago, but that the West Dorset District 
Council have suggested that it could be approved for 
alternative uses should a planning application be re¬ 
ceived. His fear is that property developers Morgan Sin- 
dall want it for housing development, and despite 
sending a letter by recorded delivery on February 9th 
to each of the company's five directors offering to pay 
a year's rent upfront so the Wildcats could race next 
season, he had not had the courtesy of a reply. 

"They have just announced a £350m contract with 
Bournemouth Borough Council to develop the town 
centre and are building the new fire station here in 
Weymouth. 

"Besides my interest in the Wildcats, my main concern 
that this is another amenity that will be lost to the 
town. 

Doonan (67) added: "There is less to do now in Wey¬ 
mouth than when I was a boy which isn't right. We have 
lost places like the Sidney Hall that was given to parish 
of Holy Trinity for the youth of the town by Sir John 
Groves in 1900 and replaced it with a supermarket 
Companies like Morgan Sindall are coming in from out¬ 
side the town and destroying the community. 

"It's about time the Weymouth & Portland Town 
Council stood up and said 'enough is enough', and I 
want the residents of the town to also make their voices 
be heard."
